‘The most serious item of news with respect 
to the Conferences, would, if it be correct, be 
contained in the announcement that Russia 
positively refuses to relinquish her Protectorate 
over the Greek Christians of Turkey. That is, 
she insists. upon retaining the spiritual and 
qpasi-temporal sovereignty over a quarter of 
the subjects of the Porte, with the implied right 
to interfere in their behalf, at such fature time 
as her ambitious philanthropy may deem expe- 
dient... We earnestly trust that this last rumor 
is groundless, for, if it is not, all hopes of the 
pacification of Europe are, for the present, at 
an end. Arms ‘were taken up by .the Allies 
-with the express object of destroying the ex- 
clusive Protectorate over the Greeks which 
Nicuoxas claimed, and the_.war cannot come to 
an end until that point shall have been satis- 
factorily arranged. 

It cannot be said that piety, in the strict 
sense of the word, formed any part of the char- 
arter of the late Emperor Niowowas ; yet it was 
he'who impressed upon the policy of Russia, 
more than any of his predecessors, the sagacious 
idea that.it was the mission of the Sclavonic 
race to destroy Moslemism, and also to unite, 


under’ one temporal ‘rule, all members of the 
| Greek Church. He even pretended -to bélieve. 


fn certain obscure prophecies, to the effect that 
‘he and his dynasty were predestined.to extir- 
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use, it will be owing to his misfortune in being 


‘born ont of time, and in a country where there 
‘was no call for his peculiar glents, He'has a 
“truly Napoleonic method, Wt, unhappily for 
him, not a people suitable to his purposes. He 
-is quick to conceive, bold in his projects, prompt 
to act, and as audacious as Juivs Cusak in 
carrying out his projects. . At present he is 
~supreme Dictator of -Nicaragua,. and, unless 
some outside power should. interfere, he will 
very soon have all Central Ameriea under his 
thumb. Without apologizing in the slightest 
degree for his lawless fillibustering, we cannot 
withhold our admiration of the man’s Vigorous 
executive abilities. His success in Nicaragua 


cannot be considered even problematical, for, 


unless he..can change the nature of the vaga- 
bond population of that Territory, and nentral- 
ine the enfeebling tendency of the climate, he 
cannot succeed in founding a State, where there 
are none.of the raw materials of enterprise to 
work with. His last cotp d'état—the seizure 
of the boats of the Transit Company, annulling 
their charter and granting a néw one to one of 
his friends—has created a greater excitement 
in Wall-street, among stock jobbers, than any 
event of the past ten .years.- Whatever the mo- 


tives of General WAnkER may be in his last. 


escapade, we'can hardly believe that he has 
gone to work in a thoughtless manner, and in- 
volved himself in a scrape which will compél 
the interference of this country or Great Bri- 
tain. He cannot be so mad a3-to m. of de- 
fying the power of the United States, or 


ing it a point of honor with this Government to . 


interfere to protect the rights of our citizens. 
. Whatever his: motives - or expectations may be, 
he has succeeded, by his audacious movements, 
for a while, at least, in diverting public atten- 
tion from, our difficulties-with England, 
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
